Changes of Location. 

The Lindgren-Hicks Co., a prominent contract- 
ing firm in reinforced concrete, etc., has opened 
temporary offices in the Fairmont Hotel, where 
the earthquake and 


the moderate damage from 

considerable fire damage are to be repaired at 
once The Rialto Building, in which this com- 
pany was formerly located, was destroyed on 
Wednesday, the first day of the fire, together 
with the Crossley Building on the adjoining 
block. Both buildings were recently purchased 
by Mrs. Oelrichs, and housed a large number of 


firms in the lines of engineering, building, stone, 
concrete, structural steel, fire-proofing, etc. With 
about 4,000 tons of structural steel and a supply 
of cement on hand the company is prepared to 
accomplish the speedy erection of earthquake and 
fire-proof buildings. Mr. Hicks said, in speaking 
of city’s future prospects: “There never was a 
time in the history of San Francisco, when 4 
properly constructed building offered such certaifi 
and profitable returns as it does to-day.” 

W. R. Grace & Co., importers of cement and 
fire brick, have opened offices in the new Tribune 
Puilding, corner of 8th and Franklin streets, Oak- 


land The Holmes Lime Co. has opened tempor- 
arily at 1904 Devisadero street, San Francisco. 
Smith, Emery & Co., chemical engineers, who 
have done a great deal of the test work for the 
leading companies of the coast in the lines of 


cement, lime, building stone, clay, terra cotta and 
manufacturing chemicals, lost their finely equipp- 
ed laboratories with the destruction of the Cross 
ley, by the fire on Wednesday, April 18th. The 
loss of this plant is a calamity, as a great num- 
ber of tests were in progress that concerned the 
early development of natural resources, and the 
erection of numerous factories.

New York, N. Y., May 16.—Work has just been 
started on the biggest sewer contract ever let in 
the Borough of the Bronx, which will also be the 
first tunnel sewer built in that section, which now 
contains some of the largest drains in the greater 


city. Its total length will be 6,900 feet. This sew 
e. is designed principally to afford relief from 
fiequent floods which inundate the whole central 


Bronx valley, from Woodlawn to Melrose, and for 


which the city has already been asked to pay 
thousands of dollars in damages. The boring of 
the sewer will be done by compressed air, and 
the entire work must be completed within four 


hundred working days by William J. Flannagan 
who secured the contract for $635,845.36. 

The entire sewer will be built of concrete, re 
inforced where necessary by iron rods, and will 
have an average width of fourteen feet, and an 
average height of eleven feet. A special railroad 
track has been laid in the old railroad yards, near 
Wendover avenue station, which will be used in 
hauling the rock and earth away. 


Clearing Out the Old Tenements. 

Building operations continue brisk in the Bronx, 
although, owing to the change in the character 
of construction, the houses now under way do not 
represent such a large outlay as at the correspond- 
iug period last year. The cost of new buildings 
projected last week was only $536,750.00 as against 
$1,197,700.00 for the first week in 1905. The total 
value of the buildings projected this year, up to 
date, $10,955,000.00. This is only $1,475,000.00 less 
than for the corresponding period of 1905, when 


the majority of buildings under way were flat 
houses, 

Owing to the activity of the Tenement House 
Department in ordering old-fashioned tenements 


in Manhattan vacated, pending the alterations 
necessary to comply with new laws, and the wiping 
out of tenements to make a way for bridge ap- 
proaches and other public improvements, there is 
already an unsatisfied demand for medium priced 
flats in the Bronx. To meet this demand, plans 
are being prepared by Bronx operators for houses 
that will accomodate ten families or more. Brok- 
ers report a revival in the market for flat house 
properties, 

Work began on Monday, May 7, on the instal- 
lation of a salt-water auxiliary fire-fighting service 
for Manhattan. The Continental Asphalt Co. has 
A $2,824,282.00 contract for the work, and will have 
350 working days in which to finish it. The Allis- 
Chalmers Co. has the contract for installing the 
motors and pumps. 

Hugo Reed, president of the asphalt company, 
announces that the first work will be done in the 


vicinity of Broadway and Sixteenth street, and 
that the work will be rushed with all possible 
speed. Interest in this work has been strongly 


renewed because of the recent disaster at San Fran 
cisco. The auxiliary service in Manhattan will 
be in the district lying below 23rd street, between 
the Bowery and North River. 

Right after the San Francisco disaster the 
Merchants’ Association wrote to the Department 
of Water Supply, asking for information concern- 
ing the progress of the work on the auxiliary sys- 
tem here. In reply, Chief Engineer DeVarona, 
said that the Coney Island system has been in 
use since last September, at a cost of $90,000.00, 
and that the contract would have been let for the 
installation of the service in the dry goods and 
high office building section of Brooklyn, had it 
1ot been found necessary to reject all bids that 
had been received, because of the excessive cost in- 
volved. The department estimates $1,385,000.00 
as the cost for the Brooklyn work, and the new 
bids will be received about July 1 

With the $300,000.00 allowed by the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment to the Borough of 
the Bronx for repairing purposes, Borough Presi- 
dent Haffen intends to renew the block pavement 
in Third Avenue, from the approach to the bridge 
over the Harlem River to 177th street. The dis- 


ance is 17,000 feet, or about three and one half 
miles. 

Westchester Avenue will also be repaired from 
the Southern Boulevard to Westchester, a distance 
of more than three miles. Macadam will be used 
the entire length of the road. 

St. Ann’s Avenue is the only other thoroughfare 
that will be repaved this year. The work there 
will extend northward from Rae Street, a distance 
of two thousand feet. The new roadway there 
will be of asphalt block, supplanting the present 
surface of sheet asphalt.

Durable Brick Streets.

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Clearly Proving Its Usefulness. 

The greatest indication that the crushed stone 
industry is progressing is the flattering reports 
from every section of the country. In addition to 
the installation of numerous crushing plants at 
quarries, which have been in continual operation, 
many plants which have lain idle from one to five 
years, are being opened again. 

The demands for crushed stone have made these 
resumptions absolutely necessary. Railroads are 
finding crushed stone ballast wholly indispensable, 
and are daily using thousands of tons to improve 
their roadbeds. Other features of construction 4re 
calling for this commodity with such rapidity, as 
to tax the quarry operators to their limit. 

The machinery manufacturers are feeling the 
effect of this tidal wave, and crushers are being 
sold in places, which were, until quite recently, 
considered the least possible fields for action. It 
is apparent that a much larger percentage of con- 
tractors are just beginning to realize the superior 
acvantages of crushed stone, some of whom have 
been dubious as to its real value. 

It has been tested in the most severe operations, 
and in no instance has it proven other than per 
fect. The proof being all sufficient there remains 
no obstacle to its increasing popularity, and this is 
now being fully demonstrated to the keenest satis- 
satisfaction of the quarry operators. 


The Preservation of the Palisades. 

For some time a steady agitation, more or less 
public has been kept up by a number of public 
spirited and far-seeing citizens who desire to have 
the Palisades, near New York City, preserved for 
the admiration and delight of future ages, and to 
prevent its grand stone formation gradually find- 
ing its way into the jaws of the stone qdrusher. 
\gainst them and the sentiment which animates 
them is the large stone crushing industry in and 
around New York, which dislikes to have so handy 
a quarry field with such easy water transportation 
focilities closed to them, and sending them hunt- 
ing inland for new sites, where the cost of trans 
portation of the crushed product will be greatly 
increased 

At present the friends of the movement—styled 
he Hook Mountain Preservation Bill—are on top. 
m May 3, the bill just got through the State Sen- 
ate by less than ten minutes before the adjourn- 
ment. The bill was passed during Gov. Odell’s in 
cumbency, but he vetoed it on the ground that in- 
vestigation failed to show that there was the prom 
ised money ready behind it to carry out its pro- 
visions. 

It is not only a question of scenic preservation, 
but of the stopping of continued damage to valu- 
able private property. There are many beautiful 
homes built along the strata of rock that supply 
the quarries that are being worked on Hook Moun- 
tain In these buildings the ceilings are cracked 
and the walls shaken by the blasting in the quar- 
ries 

The Palisades Park Commission has got along so 
far by private purchase and has not yet had to 
resort to condemnation proceedings. The prices 
that have been asked have been enormous, but 
with the pressure of the great public sentiment 
behind them they have managed to acquire the 
various quarry rights at reasonable prices. One 
clause in the bill calls for the purchasing of 
these quarry rights within 18 months. The 
quarrymen first $10,000,000.00, and = then 
dropped to $2,000,000.00 The assessment rolls 
showed that the properties were worth about $230, 
H00.00, but the commission is prepared to pay at 
least double that amount.

Among the recent purchases for this purpose 
was one tract for which $1,200,000.00 was asked 
but which they finally got for $120,000.00. Anoth 
er for which $62,000.00 was demanded, thcy got for 
$12,000.00. Some of the quarries, despite the fa 
vorable situation for transportation, are not mak 
ing money and it is presumed that they will wel 
come any reasonable offer 

Mr. Leavitt, the chief engineer of the Park Com- 
mission, who has had a large experience in gaug- 
ing the value of rock and quarry properties, will 
probably be called upon to pass upon the valuation 
of the Hook Mountain quarries. The measure is 
now squarely up to its friends to raise the money 
They assert confidently that not only will the 
money be forthcoming to save the mountain, but 
that there will be a sufficiency to build the great 
shore boulevard, and to carry out the other plans 
that have been formed to beautify the river bank 
and preserve it so for all time. 


Should Adopt Modern Methods. 


The crushing plant that can get the best results 
in handling the stone from the quarry to the 
crusher had a long lead off the first base when it 
comes to stealing second. The limestone men have 
all kinds of methods, and in many cases they are 
very pronounced in their views as to which is the 
cheapest way to do it. I remember very distinctly 
of a long, lank quarryman who makes a lot af 
money out of crushed stone every year, claiming 
that a mule and an old dump cart was the cheap 
est because he had a lot of Hungarians in the 
quarry who worked on contract. But wouldn’t it 
b> reasonable where a plant got out 25 to 30 cars 
a day that they could get better service by locating 
their crushing plant so that gravity and narrow 
gauge railroad and plenty of dump cars would 
put all the stone on the tipple that could be taken 
care of in the crusher? 

Some of our friends urge that a mule tacked on 
to one or two cars serves the best purpose, hauling 
them to the mouth of the crusher, but we believe 
if some of the wise ones will take a hand in this 
discussion it will knock a hole in any of the sug 
gestions made, and might assist the improvement 
of hauling stone to the crusher for more than one 
operator. It is much easier for this exchange of 
information to bring about friendly relations be 
tween operators in the same line, and this means 
a better price for crushed stone in all of its sizes. 


Of Importance to Crushed Stone Men. 


The question of conveying crushed stone from 
the quarry to the crushing plant is one that is 
now causing considerable comment. Various 
methods have been tried, some of which have 
proved successful, but as yet not entirely satis 
factory. The interest in this theme is growing 
as rapidly as the industry itself, and it is the 
intention of Rock Propucrs to enlighten, so far 
as is possible, its readers on this vital question 

We have thus far obtained some data of in 
terest from several large machinery organiza- 
tions, and will gladly publish others from those 
who may favor us with their contributions 

The Jeffrey Manufacturing Co., of Columbus, 
Ohio, writes us: “We wish to state that there 
are several devices that could be used to ad 
vantage One is a system of cars and cable 
operated either by steam, electricity or gas en 
gine. This will, of course, require the usual 
drum for carrying the cable. Another way 
would be to use a skip hoist. This consists of 
a single car or skip, operated by cable, which 
dumps automatically at a given point. Another 
type would be—either an endless chain or belt 
conveyor. Sometimes also a platform elevator 
is used, by running the cars directly onto it. 
There is no one device that can be considered 
as generally applicable. One must know the 
local conditions fully, capacity, ete., before it is 
possible to make definite recommendations.” 


The Allis-Chaimers Co. Mill. 

The Allis-Chalmers Co., Milwaukee, Wis., say: 
“We are unable to give you a very intelligent 
answer without further information as to the 
exact local conditions. It is generally not ad- 
visable to use a belt conveyor to bring the stone 
from the quarry to the crusher, as the stone 
is of course sometimes very large pieces, weigh- 
ine considerable, and will wear the conveying 
belt out very rapidly, which makes it a very 
expensive arrangement There has been made 
by one or two of the special conveyor people, 
we understand, a chain conveyor to accomplish 


this work, but as far as we know has not proved 
very satisfactory. 

“It is our custom to use a friction hoist and au- 
tomatic dump car: in bringing stone from the 
quarry. If the quarry is at all deep, we be- 
lieve that this is the best and really the only 
practical arrangement. The cars are hauled up 
an incline by means of a friction hoist directly 
over the hopper to crusher, where there is an 
automatic device for opening the door and dump- 


ing the stone into the crusher We are enclos- 
ing, herewith, catalogue cut showing this auto- 
matic dumping device. If you will secure a 


little further information as to the exact local 
conditions, that is, how deep the quarry is, the 
relative location of the crusher and quarry, ete., 
we should be pleased to go into this matter fur- 
ther and probably could give you a more intel- 
ligent answer on what we think is the best 
method of conveying the stone to the quarry.” 


The Austin Manufacturing Co. 


The Austin Manufacturing Co., Chicago, III., 
have written us, saying: “Adequate transpor- 
tation facilities for moving the stone from quar- 
ry to large crushers or crushing plants as rapid- 
ly as the machine or machines will break it, 
is the one important item that is so often over- 
looked in the installation and operation of these 
large outfits, and is frequently the case with 
smaller machines. No crusher or crushing plant 
can turn out a greater quantity of finished pro 
duct than the amount of raw material fed into 
it It is a rare thing where a large crushing 
plant is seen working to its maximum capacity, 
but instead the output is limited to the means 
at hand for transporting the stone from the 
quarry to the machine. Various methods and 
improvements have suggested themselves from 
time to time to both the quarrymen and manu- 
facturers of crushing machinery, all of which 
have been tested in a practical way and that 
which has been found efficient under certain con 
ditions has proven itself to be a failure in others, 
and if experience teaches any one thing in this 
direction, it is to the effect that this is a feature 
governed largely by the local conditions of the 
quarry and the site where the crushing plant 
is installed. 

“The most effective and extensively used sys- 
tem consists of one or more friction hoists work- 
ing automatically with crusher power plant 
drawing rear end automatic dump cars up an 
inclined track (or tracks) and discharging the 
stone from the car directly into the crusher, 
this inclined track entending from a point over 
the crusher and crusher platform down into the 
quarry with a turntable at the bottom of the 
incline where tracks (gravity preferred) radi- 
ate to all parts of the quarry for convenient 
loiding of the cars. This system is unquestion- 
ably superior to any other for two inclined 
tracks can be installed if necessary and by us- 
ing large sized cars the supply of stone that 
can be brought to the plant is almost unlimit- 
ed. Two wheel carts with one horse or a mule 
are sometimes employed, but this will only do 
where the supply of stone is near at hand. In 
some instances overhead cableway is used with 
economy but the value of this method is deter- 
mined entirely by the local conditions. A visit 
to a few crushing plants is all that is required 
to enable one to readily determine that if the 
matter of transportation was more carefully 
worked. out that the cost of production in many 
instances would be greatly reduced.” 

Railroad Company to Operate Quarry. 

Burra.o, Iowa, May 18.—In preparation for the 
extensive ballasting which will be done this year 
by the Rock Island along the Missouri division, 
the company has opened the stone quarry west of 
here, and is preparing for operations, which will 
begin within a short time. The quarries have 
been leased from Captain W. L. Clark, and the 
railroad company is laying side tracks from the 
nain line to the quarries. Considerable progress 
has been made and the tracks are almost com- 
pleted. For the past two years the quarry has not 
been operated, and considerable preparation will 
be necessary before operations can be undertaken. 
A stone crusher will be installed at the quarries 
as soon as the siding is completed, and the other 
equipment will be added. The Rock Island has 
made appropriation for a large expenditure to be 
devoted to ballasting during this summer, and the 
preparations for the work are being hastened. It 
is the intention of the officials of the Rock Island 
to take between forty and fifty carloads of stone 
from the quarries every day.

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Lime in Mortar. 

While the use of mortar is one of the oldest in 
stitutions known to man and upon every side we 
can see the mixing going on right under our nose 
it is remarkable how little we know concerning 
its making, the setting, the kinds of lime used 
in the process and the many things which if 
studied in a careful manner, would result in won 


derful improvement of the art and a more sub 
stantial building material It has been pointed 
out that negligence in this regard is found more 
universally in our own country than in the older 
countries across the sea, and this is doubtless 
due to the hustle and haste with which the Amer 
ican people do their building, as well as every 
thing else which they undertake This quality 
so meritious at times often leads to dire results 
and it is to be hoped that at a later day we 
shall not see the mistake of too much speed in 
our construction. Mortar instead of being 
slopped together into a indiscriminate mushy con 
glomeration by negroes without necessary knowl 
edge, or other irresponsible persons, Should be mixed 
under the notice of the contractor, Who ought to 
know the proper requirements of a first class mor 
tar. In fact is should be mixed with the same care 
and skill as used by the druggist who compounds 
a mixture for a patient. The German people recog 
nize this necessity and, as has been stated in 
these columns before, bury their putty in cis 
terns for a year before it is used, thereby assur 
ing perfect mixtures. How different is this from 
the hoe mixed mortar so often allowed to go in 
to the most elegant structures in our own coun 
try. 
The Importance of Lime. 

Many things are to be considered of importance 
in the making of mortar; sand of the proper 
kind, free from large particles, proper proportions 
of both sand and lime but probably lime is most 
worthy of close observation. The builder should 
know the lime, he should be able to tell whether 
it is high in calcium or of a dolomite nature, 
and knowing these things, should see that the 
proper proportions are most carefully mixed 

The burning of limestone in a kiln drives from 


the rock all of the carbon dioxide (carbonie acid 
vas) and water, which together with calcium, go 
to compose a pure limestone. The elimination of 
(he gas and water therefore leaves a lime more 
or le pure according to tl composition of the 


limestone itself The impurities commonly 
found in the stone and some of which still remain 
in the lime after it has been burned, are sub 
stances, such as oxide of iron, silica, alumina, 
magnesia, oxide of manganese, etc. The presence 
of these impurities in different quantities or com 
binations determine the property of the lime 
Therefore we have what we call ‘fat.’ “meagre” 
and “hydraulic” limes, each of which possess 
different qualities These terms are commonly 
determined by the fact that “fat” limes are those 
Which slake quickly and give a large increase 
in bulk, “hydraulic” lime, that which slakes slow 


ly and hardens under water and “meagre” lime, 


that which slakes slowly but does not harden 
in water. One writer defines them as follows: 

When rapidly falling to quicklime they are 
rich; when falling only after eight or ten min- 
utes they are poor; when they require fifteen or 
twenty minutes they are medium; when they re 
quire an hour or more they are regarded as hy 
draulic, and when requiring, it may be, several 
days to break up, they are highly or energetically 
hydraulic. 

Different Kinds of Lime. 

In his book, which treats on limes, cements 
mortars, etc., Burnell gives the following defi- 
nitions of the various limes and the cause of 
lime being hydraulic: 

(1) “The pure calcareous rocks, or such as 
contain only from 1 to 6 per cent of silex, alum 
ian, magnesia, iron, etc., either separately or in 
combination, give rich limes on being burned 

(2) “The limestones containing insoluble si 
lica in the state of sand, magnesia, the oxides of 
iron and manganese in various respective propor- 
tions, but limited to between 15 and 30 per cent 
of the whole mass, yield poor limes. 

(3) “The limestones containing silica in com 
bination with alumina (common clay), magnesia 
and traces of the oxides of iron and manganese 
in various respective proportions, but within the 
limits of from 8 to 12 per cent of the whole mass 
yield moderately ‘hydraulic limes.’ 

(4) “When the above ingredients are present 
in the proportion of from 15 to 18 per cent, but 
the silica in its soluble form always predomina 
ting, the limestones yield a ‘hydraulic lime.’ 

(5) “When the limestones contain more than 
20 and up te 30 per cent of the above ingredients, 
but with the soluble silica in the proportion of at 
least one-half of them, the limestones yield emi- 
nently ‘hydraulic limes’.” 

From these definitions it will be observed that 
the elements which go to make an eminently hy 
draulic lime are soluble silica and alumina AS 
in other limes the first effect in burning is to 
expel the carbonic acid gas from the stone after 
which the heat effects a combination of the lime 
magnesia, ete., and a part of the silica or silicate 
of aluminum. Then there is another portion of 
the silica which remains uncombined with any 
other part of the lime until it is brought into 
the presence of water when it unites quickly with 
the lime and is held in aqueous solution 

We are interested particularly in the “fat” and 
“meagre” limes, commonly used in building, and 
here we find the manufacturer using care in the 
burning process for it is known that if heat be ap 
plied too suddenly the result will be the coating 
of the limestone with a_ silicious glaze which 
makes it utterly worthless for the making of mor- 
tar, while on the other hand, if the limestone be 
burned too long the lime produced will be hard 
to slake, in fact sometimes not slaking until in 
the wall when the contact with water often causes 
it to swell and burst the masonry For .these 
reasons manufacturers with a high standard to 
maintain are careful to see that their product is 
burned in the proper manner and their lime al 
Ways kept reliable 


Mixing and Setting of Mortar. 

When rightly burned, lime contains no water 
or carbonic acid gas but necessarily has the same 
affinity for these which had first caused their 
uniting in the formation of limestone. One hun 
dred parts of stone will yield an average of 50 
parts of lime, which means that about half of the 
original composition was carbonic acid gas and 
water To mix mortar, using caustic lime, the 
first requirement is the proper slaking of the 
lime, and here one part of water to about three 
parts of lime is used to cause the crumbling o 
the lime into a powder similar in color to the 
original limestone When sand and more wate! 
is added the mixture is a good mortar, provided 
the lime is properly slaked, the right amount of 
sand contained and thoroughly mixed into the 
whole 

The setting of our common mortar in tne wa 
is a very slow process, in fact so slow that 
very thick walls, built centuries before their de 
struction, lime has been found in the centre still 
in the form of a hydroxide, owing to the absen 
of air necessary to its proper setting. Air coming 
into contact with mortar causes the uniting of 
carbon dioxide and the lime and this carbon di 
oxide is assisted by the water in the mortar, 
which acts as a solvent for the gas. In this man 
ner the mortar gradually gets harder until it is 
practically in its original state in the form of 
limestone. Until the last century it was univer 
sally believed that this setting was due to the 


evaporation of the water in the mixture, but ex- 
periments have shown that carbon dioxide is the 
agent which causes the hardening of the mortar. 
The first experiment which determined this fact 
was the drying of mortar over a hot water bath 
when it was found that after the water had evap 
orated a white powder mixed with sand remained. 
Then from further experiment it was found that 
the addition of carbon dioxide quickly made the 
mortar hard. 
Sand as an Aid to Lime. 

A practical demonstration of the setting pro 
perty of this gas can be easily noted on examina 
tion of mortar which has fallen through the air 
for some distance, as may be seen on a projecting 
course or along the line of the wall of a new 
building where it is easy to see that the mortar 
sets quicker and gets much harder than that used 
in the wall. When pointing a wall and the mor- 
tar is thrown into the joint between the stones 
it becomes harder than when merely pressed in 
by the trowel. These examples necessarily prove 
that the mortar on being thrown through the ai! 
while being moist enough for the water contained 
to act as a solvent, gathers a large quantity of 
carbon dioxide and the setting is thereby greatly 
hastened. 

Plaster, although most likely applied to the 
walls months after the masonry has been com- 
pleted. is found to be hard and dry when the mor 
tar in the joints of the walls is yet in a mushy 
state and this also emphasizes the importance of 
the atmosphere in the proper setting of the mor 
tar. The great area exposed to the atmosphere 
in plastering and the different coats applied of- 
fers every advantage to the atmosphere to con- 
duct the work of hardening while it is not so in 
the walls. 

Good, sharp, clean sand is the most useful agent 
in assisting atmosphere to get at mortar and 
cause proper setting. Lime putty of fat or rich 
lime, without the addition of sand or like sub- 
stance, will not set simply because the mass is 
not of a porous nature and will not allow the at 
mosphere to penetrate. It will dry but will never 
become hard as it would otherwise. Therefore it 
is most important that sand be used which is 
first class in every particular and will assist the 
lime to make our walls secure and permanent. 

Hydrated Lime. 

Hydrated lime is fast becoming popular with 
all builders. because of the fact that it is always 
found properly slaked and ready for the addition 
of sand and water to form mortar. This lime 
prevents any possibility of constructing walls 
with lime which may be not properly slaked and 
cause the cracking of a wall by the slaking hap 
pening after the job is finished. 

The mixing of mortar, the kinds of lime used, 
the quality of sand entering into the mixture, are 
things which should be given attention by the 
contractor and foremen upon the work of con 
struction everywhere If our mortar ioints con 
tain a mass so soft that it can be crumbled be 
tween thumb and finger how can we expect our 
buildings to withstand the ravages of time and 
the attacks of weather? 

When we see brick layers and masons in gen 
eral, as well as some contractors and foremen, 
absolutely ignorant of the requirements of a first 
class mortar and allowing an incompetent negro 
or other laborer to mix it in any fashion to suit 
his own time and convenience, we are forced to 
say that brains are not the least important item 
in the prenaration of a good, reliable and sub 
stantial building material

A cooperage shop is operated in connection with 
the large plant and here all of the barrels used 
by the company are made. Gager lime finds its 
way into a very large market where its good 
quality makes it a very desirable article In 
speaking of prices Mr. Gager said that they were 
ruling firmer on account of the increased cost 
of production, in fact, according to him, lime 
has always been sold too cheap 

An interesting part of Mr. Gazger’s remarks con 
cerned the labor proposition in the south and re- 
marking upon this he spoke despairingly of the 
colored laborer In Mr. Gager’s opinion, negro 
labor is becoming worse each year and this is ac 
counted for by the fact that the colored man be 
lieves that the north affords better opportunities 
and higher wages than he can secure in the 
south In his effort to solve the labor problem, 
Mr. Gager has been trying an experiment which 
if proven successful, will end his trouble \ 
Swiss emigrant and his family have been given 
a farm so that they can raise their garden trucl 
and food for their stock, and have gone to Sher 
wood to live The Swiss people being naturalls 
thrifty and fond of a home ought to be very con 
tented in a position of this kind. This man has 
written to some of his friends in Swit- 
erland, telling them of the proposition 
and has received letters from a 
many of them stating that they were con 
ing over and would ultimately form a colony.

Heavy Demand for Lime in California. 


SANTA Cruz, Car.., May 15.—It is said that at 
present the busiest people in the state are the 
manufacturers of lime and cement The earth- 
quake at San Francisco and in the numerous 
smaller places in the locality, has created a de- 
mand which is almost impossible to supply, and 
this results in the continual operation of every 
plant within shipping distance of these places. 
Very little lime was on the market at the time of 
the calamity, owing to the large demands of the 
spring trade, and this makes it necessary now to 
rush in order to keep the hungry builders sup- 
plied. 

At the Santa Lime Co.’s_ kilns on 
the San Vicente creek they had not been burn 
ing much for the few weeks previous, owing to 
the poor shipping facilities. Up to this time their 
lime was sent to San Francisco by means of a 
small schooner owned and operated by the com 
pany, but during the rough tides in winter it is 
often many days before the boat is able to make a 
landing at their chute on the coast, about 
miles from town. Since the shake up, or just at 
the time, the new Ocean Shore railroad had 
reached their shipping point, so that now the 
lime is hauled there and loaded into the cars, 
thus doing away with the delay of waiting for 
the anchoring of the boat 

The Cowell kilns, situated about five miles from 
town, ship their lime by boat and rail, the Cowell 
Co. having their own landing at the 
having a large wharf. At the time of the fire this 
company had a considerable quantity of lime 
Stored in their warehouses in San Francisco, but 
it was burned with the buildings. so work is 
being rushed now getting ready for large orders

Keep the Ship Trim. 

The season of 19v0 has started in good earnest 
at every market in this country and the demand 
for Portland cement has taken on fully the mo- 
mentum that was expected and predicted by people 
who take note of the signs of the time. The in- 
creased consumption of cement in 1905 over that 
cf 1904 was very gratifying to the producers of 
ccment, and with tne increased volume contributed 
by new mills getting their product to market and 
increased capacity on the part of the older mills 
it is a gratifying condition to note that the demand 
continues to grow and completely absorbs every 
barrel of cement that will be produced this year. 

The extreme activity in Portland cement and the 
consequent stability of the quotations f. o. b. mill 
have had the effect of stiffening the values in nat- 
ural cements and many specifications where it {fs 
possible to use natural cement to advantage have 
been changed so as to use the Portland cement 
for such work as can not use the natural product. 
Were it not for this feature, it would be quite im 
possible for the manufacturers to supply the de 
mand for cement. 

A number of the natural cement mills, both in 
the Louisville district and elsewhere, have been 
running on short time for the last two or three 
years, and indeed some of them have been shut 
down entirely since 1904, when the inordinately 
low prices for Portland cement prevailed. A num- 
ber of these mills have started up and a few are 
running to the top of their capacity with very goo] 
prospects for a profitable season’s run. The price 
of Portland cement in the Lehigh Valley is approx- 
imately $1.50 f. o. b., mill prices quoted by Western 
mills is variously quoted from $1.75 to $2.00, and 
with these prices every available barrel is bespok- 
en before the clinker is ground 

This can be called a period of prosperity in the 
cement business, and the danger of getting the 
price too high becomes apparent. The price of 
any commodity is regulated by the law of supply 
and demand. In periods of scarcity, values are 
liable to pop up to a place that it is dangerous to 
ihe industry as a whole The infant concrete 
block industry depends to a considerable extent 
upon the price of Portland cement, and already 
there are numerous complaints that the cost of the 
cement block has been advanced tothe limit so that 
a higher price of cement would mean the parali 
zing of concrete block and brick operations of ev- 
ery kind 

There is a point where an advance in the price 
of Portland cement should be br yught to a halt 
if it is possible, for the intelligence of the manu- 
facturers to accomplish such a feat for the benefit 
of the industry 

Wher you find a man hard up for your product 
and willing to pay for it, it is very tempting to 
let him pay and give him the goods, but such a 
procedure might oniy lead to a transitory advant 
age that would be more than lost by the stripping 
of cement out of future specificatioms, which in 
the aggregate might amount to a diminution of 
the demand. which would pinch somebody like a 
tight shoe, and be felt by every mill in the busi- 


ness, 


When the manufacturer of cement commodities 
finds that he has to pay twice as much for Port- 
land cement than he did one year or eighteen 
months ago, the business looks less attractive to 
him to say the least of it, especially since it has 
become apparent that very few, if any, of the 
manufacturers, were using at first as much cement 
in their mixture as is now known to be necessary 
to produce marketable goods. 

An extremely high price for Portland cement 
coming this year would have quite a demoralizing 
effect, and the volume of increased demand would 
very likely show a falling off. It ‘s well worth the 
consideration of the manufacturer to look into this 
phase of the situation and spend some of his gray 
matter in these good times in the direction of 
nursing future business. 





Awakening in the South. 


The cement and concrete operations at Knox 
ville, Atlanta, Nashville, Memphis and New Or- 
leans indicates conclusively that the South is awak- 
ening to the advantages of concrete construction 
and the use of cement. In no part of the country 
will concrete be ultimately used in such quantities 
asinthe South. The climate and local requirements 
of every description point to concrete construction 
as the solution of many of the difticulties that have 
stood in the way of improvement in Southern cit 
ies. The sanitary aspect of concrete buildings 
alone constitute an attractive feature which is of 
fered by the use of no other material. The re 
quirements for cement in our Southern states will 
constantly increase for at least two decades by 
leaps and bounds. The Southern people are be 
coming enthusiastic over the practical results that 
have been obtained by the use of cement and the 
popularity will continue to grow as they become 
better acquainted with it. 





The Necessity for a White Portland Cement. 


The production of a white cement has been the 
endeavor of many investigators, and even at this 
time, the problem can not be considered complete 
ly solved. The insurmountable difficulty in the 
practical utilization of many a good idea, is the 
powerful coloring action of the iron, one of the 
constituents of Portland cement. Julis Gresley, of 
Liesberg, Switzerland, has taken a step forward 
in the right direction in the production of a white 
Roman, though he does not attempt to produce a 
white Portland cement in which the high burning 
temperature and the hardness of the clinker sub 
stantially increases the chief difficulty referred to 

Bas-reliefs, figures and pedestals made of “Mar 
brit,” the name under which the raw material for 
the production of the Gresley white cement 18 
known, show most excellent results obtained with 
this substance, and it is hoped that American in 
genuity will soon exert itself in this new field, just 
as it has in the many industries in which America 
leads. 


New System of Producer Gas. 


Mr. Ellis, of the Utilities Combustion Co., states 
that Mr. George H. Barrus, the wel! known Boston 
engineer, recently completed an exhaustive series 
of tests upon a new process for generating pro- 
ducer gas for use in gas engines, which has been 
further developed by the Utilities Combustion Co., 
of 60 Wall Street, New York City. As compared 
with the ordinary process of securing producer gas 
Mr. Barrus has found a way to secure a saving of 
40 per cent in fuel and at the same time increase 
the quantity of gas furnished to the engine by 
fully 25 per cent. In addition to this, he found 
that the new system made the gas engine a per- 
fectly reliable power generator and this fact, from 
the standpoint of reliability, has put the gas en- 
gine in the same class as the steam engine. The 
gas engine has been held in distrust in many quar- 
ters owing to its erratic action, but this new sys- 
tem overcomes all the undesirable features. Mr. 
Ellis is now making arrangements to start on an- 
other Western trip, during which time he will visit 
the city of Chicago and other points. 





Cement in Honduras. 


Consul Johnson, of Puerto Cortes, reports that 
no cement is made in Honduras and that the duty 
ou the imported article is practically prohibitory.

The bag question is still the all absorbing topic, 
not only with the manufacturer but with the consu 
mer as well. During this season a great many 
shipments have been made in paper bags, but this 
style of package will not stand rough hendling, 
and should a paper bag be torn or broken in 
he car, this small amount of scattered cement 
presents at first glance quite a seemingly dis- 

trous appearance to the consignee. 

The return of empty cloth bags and the con- 
lition in which they are packed and shipped is 
worthy of considerable thought on the part of 
consumers. A little care in the packing and ty- 
ng of bags, and the protection of same from the 
weather in making return shipments, insuring 
their arrival at the respective miils in good con- 
lition, would mean a saving of time and money 
o both the maaufacturer and the dealer or con- 
ractor, 

The new plant of the Lehigh Portland Cement 
Co., at Fogleville, is steadily approaching com- 
pletion. Several of the buildings are assuming 
finished proportions, but it is hardly likely that 
the plant proper will come into bearing until 
ater this season. 

The progressive spirit of the Coplay Cement 
Manufacturing Co,’s new president, Mr. W. H. Har- 
ding, is shown in the fact that this company has 
just installed a steam shovel at the quarry at Cop 
ay. This company is the oldest, in fact the pio 
neer manufacturer of Portland cement in this 
country, and this up-to-date installation is a phys 
ical illustration that our forefathers are abreast 
with the times. 

The new coal-house at the Whitehall plant is 
practically completed. Mr. W. E. Erdell, the su- 
pe rintendent, is the youngest old cement man in 
the valley, having had thirteen years experience 
with the American Cement Co. before taking 
charge of the Whitehall plant some five years ago, 
and the many responsibilities and cares of a ce- 
ment superintendent seem to have made little in 
road upon the even temper of genial “Billy.” 

It is surprising to note that in the home of ce 
ment, the Lehigh Valley, there are so few concrete 
block or cement block buildings of any great size 
Possibly this is due to the fact that practically all 
the cement manufacturers are so intent upon the 
manufacture and sale of the product itself, that 
there is little time to devote to the many uses to 
which this important commodity is adaptablk 
However, Allentown, with its growing business 
aud many new buildings, the home center of the 
American cement industry, will realize in the near 
future the real value of the material that has made 
it, and the many, many uses to which cement can 
be put. 

Joe Brobston and Jack Miller, of the Dexter 
Portland Cement Co., in addition to the hustle of 
getting every barrel possible out of their kilns 
are up to their eyes in base ball, and in their dis 
cussion of safe hits, and so many times to the 
bat, it is very likely that Ban Johnson, and Andy 
Freedman will be obliged to keep close tab on 
their respective “base ball laurels.” 

The new Reliance plant of the American Ce- 
ment Co., located about a mile from the present 
lants of the company at Egypt, Pa., is practically 
ompleted. Clinker has been ground at the new 
mill and it is expected that by June 1, at the lat 
est. the kilns will be turning out clinker and that 
about 3,000 barrels per day from the new mill will 
be on the market. 

Mr. C. J. Jameson, of the Northampton Portland 
Cement Co., is one of the most energetic cement 
men in the valley, not only in the manufacture and 
marketing of his particular brand, but the industry 
as a whole is the paramount theme with him. The 
whole souled spirit of the man is shown in the 
entire organization, and this is one of the charac- 


teristics that tend toward success in any business. 

The coal strike has subsided and there is no fear 
on that important element in cement manufa 
ture. It has, however, left a trace of its sting in 
the fact that many of the mine workers during the 
talked of difficulty and shut down at the mines 
drifted into cement region, and now that the mines 
have resumed operation, it has left a scarcity of 
labor in and around the various limestone and ct 
ment rock quarries. Strikes of all kinds not only 
cause delays and damage during their existence 
but usually leave a bad taste in the region for a 
long time afterwards 

The Phoenix Cement Co., with Mr. Wm. Turner 
at the helm, is taking care of its many orders with 
out a barrel to spare, and the busy season, with its 
constant and steady demand for cement, has seem 
ingly had no effect upon the nature of the cour 
tcous president of the company 

Mr. P. H. Hampson, of the Nazareth Cement Co 
is considering important additions and improve 
ments, which, when completed during the present 
season, will place this mill in the front rank of the 
piants of the Nazareth region. 

The new shops of the Traylor Engineering Co 
at South Allentown, are now practically completed 
and this company has ample facilities for cement 
making machinery of all descriptions and up-to 
date design. 

In line with the busy cement season, the Lehigh 
Pulverizer Mill of the Lehigh Car, Wheel and Axl 
Works, Catasauqua, is in greater demand than 
ever before, and as a result Mr. J. W. Fuller, th 
manager of the company, is constantly on the go 

The San Francisco disaster had its effects in 
the Nazareth region, obliging the return of D: 
Bachman to the Napa Junction cement works, thu: 
retarding the operations of the contemplated mill 
of the Atlantic Cement Co., in the Lehigh district 
The doctor has recently returned East, however, 
and work will probably start with a vim on this 
hew project.

Cement Famine Averted. 

Los ANGELES, CaL., May 10.—There has been a 
cement famine here for the past four months. Port 
land cement which comes to all points on the Pa 
cific Coast from foreign manufacturers, has been 
almost entirely absorbed at San Francisco and Se 


attle. At the beginning of the famine, German ce 
ment could be bought at greatly advanced prices 


the last small consignment being sold at $8.00 per 
barrel. This was more than thirty days ago and 
since then Portland cement can not be bought with 
money. Mr. R. A. Thielan, district freight agent 
of the Southern Pacific railroad, received advices 
from the East yesterday stating that the rate on 
Portland cement from Missouri river terminals to 
Los Angeles, beginning May 12, will be 35 cents 
per hundred pounds. This amounts to a cut of 40 
cents per hundred pounds over the former rate 
It is the opinion of the local dealers and contract 
ors that this rate will tend to greatly increase the 
amount of shipments of cement from the great 
mills of the East. A prominent contractor said: 
“During the past year more Portland cement has 
been used in California than one hundred years 
previous to this time. While there are a number 
of quarries in California, Nevada and Utah con 
taining lime rock suitable for the manufacture of 
Portland cement and some small mills operating 
them, the product has been wholly inadequate to 
supply the demand in California. The Portland 
cement requirements of the Pacific Coast must be 
supplied from elsewhere. Foreign manufacturer 
have held the trade on account of the low freight 
the which bring it to San Fran 
cisco and other Pacific ports carrying it at a mini 
mum rate as a ballast proposition. Undoubtedly 
the great demand for Portland cement on the Pa 
cific Coast would be doubled or even quadrupled 
if it could be obtained at equal prices with Mis

The Independence mill was completed last 
November, and at the present time is producing 
2.000 barrels per day. The special was made up 
of three sleepers and a diner. A whole day was 


spent by the party inspecting the Independence 
mill. The new mill at Mason City is the only mill 
in Iowa.

Invents Sand-Cement Brick Machine. 


INDIANAPOLIS, IND., May 12 W. F. Conrad, of 
928 West Thirty-first Street, has invented a sand 
cement brick machine with a daily capacity of 
10,000 brick. This machine will shortly be placed 
on the market. The new machine is what is 
nown as a six-brick machine. Mr. Conrad will 
oon build a ten-brick machine, which will have 

capacity of 50,000 bricks a day. The bricks are 
made of about six parts of sand to one part of 
Portland cement. 

The machine is a big, strong affair, weighing 
eight tons. At the front end, on top, is the hopper 
or reservoir, into which the sand and cement is 
fed from an ordinary mixer. The bottom of this 
hopper is formed of a movable iron plate, the front 
end of which is solid and the rear end of which is 
fitted with six compartments just the size of a 
brick. When this bottom plate is thrust forward 
the sand and cement is fed into the six compart 
ments and there tamped down. Beneath this plate 
is a big cylinder, carrying four molds with a ca 
pacity of six bricks each When one of these 
molds is beneath that part of the plate bearing 
the six compartments, the tamped contents of the 
compartments, shaped like bricks but about five 
eighths of an inch thicker than the finished brick 
are allowed to drop into the corresponding com 
partments in the mold A pressure of 30,000 
pounds is put on the contents of these molds 
squeezing the soft bricks down until the excess 
of five-eighths of an inch has been mashed down 
The cylinder then revolves, moving a fresh set of 
molds beneath the plate, and the mold that has 
been filled is unloaded on an endless belt, by means 
of an ingenious piece of mechanism. On this end 
less belt the bricks are then carried to some con 
venient point, where they are allowed to dry for 
six or seven days. A 10h. p. engine is required 
to operate the machine and its mixer

Have you given this matter any more than a 
passing notice? Simply getting out sand and 
gravel and delivering the same to your customers 
is a poor requisite for your prosperity. The archi 
tects and contractors are giving this subject fai 
more attention than they have ever done, and will 
continue to do so in the future.

A Practically Pure Silica in Kentucky. 

A sand of remarkable purity is being mined 
at the top of Muldrugh Hill near Tip Top, Ky., 
a station on the I. C. R. R., just 28 miles from 
the city of Louisville, Ky This pure silica is 
found at the highest point between Louisville 
and New Orleans on this line of railroad. The 
company operating the plant is the Kentucky 
Silica Co., whose offices are in Louisville, and il 
is interesting to the user of sand to know how 
it is found and its peculiar properties, not pos- 
sessed by ordinary river or bank sand. 

In the first place the deposit is found in a 
wall like cliff and is held into its standing posi 
tion by a binder of chalk, this chalk being the 
only foreign matter to be found in connection 
with the silica The sand is mined from the 
bank by hydraulic methods and water plays a 
prominent part in its preparation for the market. 
Washed to the bottom of the bank it is caught 
by a belt conveyor and carried to a screen where 
it is carefully sereened while water plays upon 


it Then it is conveyed to bins near the rail- 
road tracks and here water is again applied 
washing it thoroughly. The result of frequent 


cleansing is that no trace of anything remains 
but pure silica of the most beautiful white color 

The pure whiteness of the sand shipped from 
this wonderful mine is not by any means the 
most important consideration in its favor in its 
use in conerete brick, blocks and sand lime 
brick as well as other building material. One of 
the most vital points to be considered in all 
classes of material used in construction, is abil- 
itv to stand a terrific fire test. Concrete block 
manufacturers, as well as makers of other ma- 
terials mentioned here, are prone to neglect this 
feature of their business simply because they 
lose sight of the importance of sand in the mak 
ing of their product Pure silica is an ideal 
fireproof aggregate for the manufacture of these 
products, while the sand ordinarily bought by 
these manufacturers is so full of foreign mat 
ter that a perfectly satisfactory fireproof block 
is impossible. More attention should be given by 
every manufacturer to the importance of sand 
See that your sand is pure, free from all kinds 
of combustible impurities, of a uniform size, 
sharp and in every way fitted to make a first 
class marketable block, brick or sand-lime brick 
Cement in general comes up to a standard gov 
ernment test, therefore is generally fitted for the 
manufacture of these materials: most every 
kind of water we have will make a good build- 
ing material, but there are as many different 
kinds of sand as there are stars in the heavens. 
and the sooner the manufacturer learns this and 
knows how to choose the best regardless of a 
little additional cost, the sooner he will be able 


to gain the confidence of the public in his build- 
ing material which will then be the best product 
the builder can buy When this important item 
is observed there will be an end to disagreeable 
mud colored and otherwise faulty material 

The Kentucky Silica Co. have a capacity for 
producing from seven to eight cars per day and 
besides selling a great deal of their sand to man 
ufacturers of building materials, they market 
it for foundry purposes, glass making, glass 
bevelling, plastering and in fact for anything in 
which a pure silica is demanded 


Will Supply Good Sand. 

PARKERSBURG, W. VA., May 13.—The Parkersburg 
and Marietta Sand Co. has just been organized 
here. The company has a capital stock of $20,- 
000.00, of which $2,000.00 has been subscribed and 
$200.00 paid in, and the incorporators are: C. H 
Wright, of Wellsburg; C. D. Dotson and J. A. 
Dupuy, of Parkersburg; Jacob and C. J. Eichel, of 
Evansville, Ind. The purpose of the corporation 
is to dredge for sand and gravel in the Ohio river 
to deal in sand and gravel, to do contracting for 
river and harbor work, to deal in river craft, to 
buy and sell concrete, etc. The incorporators met 
recently and elected a board of directors. The di 
rectors organized and elected C. D, Dotson presi 
dent and treasurer and C. H. Wright secretary 
This company and the Ohio River Contract Co. 
have taken over the machinery and equipment of 
the Evansville Contract Co., and will divide the 
work. The new company will establish offices in 
the rooms formerly occupied by the Homestead 
Puilding Association on Juliana Street. Mr. Dot 
son has had considerable experience in the river 
business, also in the sand business and contract 
work. Mr. Wright is also connected with the 
Aetna Construction Co., which has the contract 
for building Dam No. 11 at Wellsburg, and Mr. 
Eichel, who was connected with the Evansville 
Contract Co., is also interested in the new com- 
pany. They have already a good trade in sight, 
as the various contractors in this vicinity are al 
ways anxious to get first class river sand, they 
have heretofore experienced considerable difficulty 
in securing the same in a satisfactory way. 


Lease Sand Pits and Will Operate Them. 


Wartertoo, Towa, May 10.—Crumrine & Horton 
huve leased the sandpits on the Hogle property 
recently purchased by L. E. Park, S. B. Reed and 
J. S. Tuthill and will develop the pit. The sand 
found there is valuable for concrete work and the 
agreement entered into covers the season of 1906. 
A force of men has been put to work opening up 
the pit and getting things in shape to handle the 
orders. The firm will make a specialty of fur- 
nishing sand to contractors. 


Big Plant Has Begun Operations. 

STEUBENSVILLE, Onto, May 8&.—The River Sand 
and Gravel Co. has begun active operations at its 
wharf and plant at the foot of South Street. The 
company will dredge further at the channel] near 
the hoisting pier and among the improvements 
recently made is the erection of a hoist and a 
building for offices and engine and boiler rooms 
They have installed a 15 h. p. hoisting engine. 
They have nine barges 4% feet deep, 30 feet long 
by 16 feet wide, with a capacity of 2,800 bushels 
of sand or grave:. They have also erected bins 
from which sand or gravel can be loaded. The 
company’s yards are arranged for the storage of 
sand and gravel. They can unload from the barges 
direct into the cars on the C. and P. R. R. siding. 
The Glendale towboat and the Avalon sand digger 
have been purchased. It is said to be one of the 
best equipped plants of the kind along the river. 


Improving Sand Plant. 


ToLepo, Onto, May 3.—The Ohio and Michigan 
Sund and Gravel Co. has leased offices at 1019 
Nicholas building and has just moved into them. 
This company's plant at Chilson, Mich., on the 
Ann Arbor railroad, is being remodeled and en 
larged. It has a large contract with the Toledo 
Furnace Co., and is furnishing them with sand and 
gravel for concrete in the large improvement that 
is being made at this plant on the east side. This 
is only one of the many orders this large concern 
has received, and the outlook is very encouraging. 


The Sand Deposits Near Buffalo. 

Burra.o, N. Y., May 15.—This city uses a great 
amount of sand, which is found mostly close at 
hand, both on shore and under the waters of up- 
per Niagara river. The swift current of the upper! 
Niagara carries the lignter sand further down the 
stream, leaving the gravel close to the mouth of 
Lake Erie, from which it is lifted with centrifugal 
pumps. By far the greater part cf the sand and 
gravel supply of the city is obtained from the Ca 
nadian shore from six to a dozen miles above the 
city. The plan of the larger sand companies is 
to own their own sand banks in Canada and im 
port their supplies on scows towed by tugs. The 
product is dug dry and screened to the scow; so 
that any size not wanted is allowed to run back 
to the ground. There are no stones of any size in 
the sand and the gravel beds here. 

The principal sand operators of the city are the 
Empire Limestone Co., with offices at its yard, 
Virginia Street and Erie Canal, Fox & Holloway 
and J. E. Carroll, who are located in the Builders 
Exchange. The Empire Co. some time ago 
bought out Carroi Bros, who used to be a leading 
concern in the business. The company has sand 
deposits unlimited on the Canada shore of the lake 
about a dozen miles out, and also digs gravel out 
of the Niagara. 

Fox & Holloway are among the pioneer dealers 
in Canadian sand, having for a long time brought 
it in by tug ana scow, often keeping the traffic 
up every day through the season when it was safe 
‘o send such craft out into the open lake. Their 
sand is at Windmill Point, about half a dozen 
miles up the Canadian shore, and they raise grav 
ed from the Niagara. A great part of the gravel 
used to come from the Niagara deposits, prac 
tically a single size being obtained from any one 
point. 

The sand handled by J. E. Carroll comes in by 
rail from Gowanda on the Cattaraugus creek, where 
there is an immense deposit so far from the lake 
that conditions long obliterated must have pre 
vailed when it was laid down there. There are 
small inland sand beds and occasionally deposits 
of gravel, but this is not a gravelly section as a 
rule, the prevailing clay lands being mainly mod 
ified only by such swamps and glacial drift, often 
of a very ragged character, as on the northern 
side of Lockport. 

Sand shippers sell gravel and fine sand at 75 
and coarse sand at 85 cents a yard from the pile, 
and charge various prices, up to $1 30 for the same 
delivered, according to cost of teaming. They do 
a bretty good business and as it takes quite an 
equipment to handle it by water the concerns in 
the business are .ew. 


Thinks Outlook is Good. 


ReapineG, Pa., May 5.—The Construction Suppty 
Co., of this city, of which Emanuel Thalheimer 
superintendent and manager, is shipping large 
quantities of sand and other material to different 
parts of the state. The crusher is located at 
Green and Palm, where large quantities of plas 
tering sand, gravel for walks and concrete mate 
rial are turned out. Fourteen men are employed 
Mr. Thalheimer stated that the prospects for a 
busy season are bright.
